Charles C. Shay, of the stage 
hands, distinguished himself 
by several bold strokes, each 
delivered with admirable pre- 
cision. Shay is fast gaining 
recognition as a very impor- 
tant factor in the fight. 


George M. Cohan’s attempt 
to stay the victorious advance 
of Equity members proved the 
sorriest kind of a fiasco, and 
he himself has lost standing 
and prestige very widely and 
-plainly. 

His dual, or spurious, league 
is the most signal failure of all 
the tricky expedients attempt- 
ed by the producing managers. 
It is not only discredited, but 
despised. 

The musicians are lined up 
solidly behind their very able 


leader, Joseph N. Weber, and 
are exerting powerful influ- 
ence, while William McCar- 
thy’s billers and billposters 
are laying low and almost 
praying that the producers 
will resort to rough stuff. 

It looks as if there would be 
fireworks this coming week. 
Shay, especially, favors forc- 
ing the fighting, and he knows 
how to. ‘‘Let’s quit tapping. 
Tear into them and finish the 
job. They invite it. Let’s 
give it to them now—and give 
it to them right,’’ he urges at 
council meets. 

Also he, and Weber, too, are 
insistent that Equity now must 
demand all the concessions 
that the P. M. A. offered the 
**Fido Leakers.’’

Boston, Mass., Sept. 1—The walk- 
out order issued at the meeting of the 
A. E. A. last Friday night met with 
complete success here today, when not 
one of the theaters playing shows con- 
trolled by members of the Producing 


Managers’ Association was able to 
give a matinee on the holiday. The at- 
tractions t went out were Hammo2r- 
stein’s “Somebody’s Sweetheart,” at 
the Shubert; “Oh, My Dear,” the Com- 
stock-Elliott Show, at the Wilbur Thea- 
ter; “Buddies,” a Woods attraction, at 
the Park Square; “Breakfast in Bed,” 
another Woods show, at the Plymouth; 
“See Saw,” a Savage show, at the Tre- 
mont; “Hitchy-Koo,” with Raymond 
Hitchcock, at the Colonial.” 

The only regular houses open are the 
Arlington and the Copley. These are 
not playing productions operated by the 
Producing Managers’ Association. 

The managers sold tickets up to the 
last minute and then refunded. 

Dempsey of the stage hands visited 
every theater, and made it plain that 
if one member of the Equity refused to 
work all his men would go out.

George T. Wilson, vice-president of 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society, 
and Martin Vogel, Assistant Treasurer 
of the United States, have joined 
the host of promipent men who are 
serving on the Executive Committee 
of the Actors’ National Memorial 
campaign. 

Daniel Frohman, president of the 
Actors’ Fund of America, announced 
the new acceptances yesterday at the 
headquarters of the fund. In respond- 
ing to Mr. Frohman’s appeal each ex- 
pressed the sentiment that nothing 
would be left undone to make the 
event a big success, 

Mr. Taft, in accepting the invita- 
tion, said that if he could possibly do 
any good for the cause he would 
gladly join in the work.

PICCADILLY PICKLETS 


Racy Gossip From London Involving the American 
Colony Now Abroad—Albert DeCourville Stanch 
Demander for Closer Relationship Between Art- 
ists of Great Britain and America—Irene 
Bordoni’s Offer From Leon Errol.

London, Ang. 15.—Albert DeCourville, whose 
expensive and novel ideas in revue-making 
cause him to be known on this side of the 
water as the Flo Ziegfeld of Great Britain to 
the American colony, wants Broadway to know 
that Leon Errol isn't going back to his regular 
haunts for some time to come. 

Thereby leaks the information that Broadway 
is wrong in accusing the Hippodrome leader of 
being a party to the abusive treatment that 
the former ‘‘Follies’’ comedian received at the 
getaway of his “Joy-Bells’’ premiere. Albert 
DeCourville, in managing George Robey and 
Leon Errol in the same cast, was confronted 
with a business situation unlike any ever be- 
fore tackled by a theatrical manager on either 
side of the pond. 

Just as long as Leon Errol was able to adopt 
businesslike methods in solving an embarrassing 
situation, caused by his feud with Robey, Mr. 
DeCourville was able to quietly show his sym- 
pathy for the American comedian. By so doing 
this same manager bas unquestionably drawn 
the wrath of Robey, yet he has succeeded in 
holding beth comedians in the same show, and 
as the revae proceeds towards its finish the 
future plans of Mr. DeCourville, undeniably 
made when Errol was brought toe England, are 
graduali~ coming to the surface. These plans 
prove Mii. DeCourville was looking into the 
future for the success of the Hippodrome e¢e- 
vues when be abided with Robey’s demands to 
lessen Errol’s chances for opportunities, yet 
‘holding onto Errol despite the fact h@ was pay- 
ing the American comedian the highest salary 
ever given an actor in the world for (Be length 
of time he appeared on the stage. 

It isn’t the opportune time as yet to Alsclose 
the reason why Mr. DeCourville has been so per- 
sistent in’ retaining Errol under the conditions 
that have characterized the iatter’s appearance 
in “‘Joy-Bells.”” The time is near at hand, how- 
ever, for the disclosing of a remarkable piece 
of business strategy on the Hippodrome leader's 
part, and when the facts of the move are made 
known Broadway will discover there is no bet- 
ter champion of American artists’ righfs and 
hospitality in Great Britain tham Mr, DeCour- 
ville. 

“You may tell America, thra The Billboard, 
that Leon Errol will be «with me fof some time 
to come,’’ smilingly remarked Mr. DeCourville 
on the stage of the Hippodrome recently. 

Mr. DeCourville absolutely tefuses to enter 
into any controversies governing the rivalry 
between artists, but it is known he has been 
in full sympathy with Leon Errol during the 
latter's stay at the Hippodrome. As the 
writers on both hemispheres have written at 
length about in the past seven months, the 
feud between Robey and Errol, exclusively di- 
rected and handled by Robey himself, has been 
the only disappointing feature of the ninth 
Hippodrome revue, which is still packing ‘em 
at all performances. Robey first displayed his 
antagonism against Errol in a neat little speech 
to Mr, DeCourville, but rather than engage in 
words with Errol he has exhibited his dislike 
toward the American comedian with actions in 
the progress of the revue. At one time Errol 
came within an ace of packing up and starting 
for home, but a smile came over his face, since 
be was encorraged to fight the situation by 
both Great Britain and American admirers. 
Errol’s chief asset in the encouragement came 
from representative English actors and ac- 
tresses, who had the closer relationship of the 
theatrical people of the two countries at beart. 
@Vith an Amer'can star of such prominence as 
Leon Brrol driven out of England by the atti- 
tude of one actor would bave done more harm 
in the perfecting of closer relationship than 
any accumulation of situations that may arise 
in inferior circles. So, in ain vernacular, 
Errol “‘stuck"’ {ft ont and today the more con- 
servative of London critics are calling him 
“The Cleverest Man in the West End."’ 

Good news always leaks out somewhere, and 
while interested parties will neither deny nor 
confirm, it is said Robey agreed to sign up for 
the new revue following “Joy-Bells”’ if Errol’s 
services were dispensed with before the current 
revue got as far as its seventh week. It's 
quite apparent the request wasn't listened to, 
for it is known that Robey won't be with the 
new revue, and it’s quite likely Leon Errol’s 
name will be the box-office draw at the Hippo- 
drome when the new revue is launched. Robey 
won't have to worry for a single instant, how- 


ever, for it is known he’s under contract else- 


where at a fabulous salary, which incident 
makes the feud between Robey and Errol all 
the more puzzling as to why Robey took the 
attitude he has against Errol’s appearance. 
There is no denying the fact George Robey is 
a remarkable draw in the West End. His name 
is a household word, for he is clever beyond 
dispute, yet why he has contributed the only 
disappointing incident connected with ‘‘Joy- 
Bells’’ will remain a secret until he satsfies 
those who claim Robey is one of those English 
actors who claim it is unfair of English man- 
agers to bring to England the artists from 
America who count. 

Mr. DeCourville’s chief interest in the situa- 
tion is his known opposition to those who are 
against a closer relationship. On his visit to 
America this fall the Hippodrome manager will 
launch an idea that will furnish a bomb to 
those who deal In original ideas of progressive- 
ness. The possibilities of Flo Ziegfeld’s ‘‘Fol- 
lies” going to Cuba for a late spring tour has 
stirred up the sporting blood of Mr. DeCour- 
ville, for now he is strong far the opening of 
negotiations whereby “The llies’’ and the 
Hippodrome revue would exchange late spring 
season bookings in London and New York. Such 
an idea would involve the heaviest expense ever 
registered in the compiling of big things in the 
theatrical world, but this man DeCourville, like 
Flo Ziegfeld, allows no extraordinary expense 
to stand in the way when there is a novel idea 
to execute. Such an exchange of bookings 
would positively invite closer relationship of 
the torp-rung revue makers in both countries, 
and it all would be in accordance with the turn 
of the times, since the exchange of films is 
now happily going on.

Referring to Billy Rock, of course, comment 
has to be made about Frances White, who has 
also left these parts, and who carried with her 
the record of having used the cables oftener 
than any regiment of American actors and 
actresses ever visiting here. Frances didn’t 
take her London premiere seriously, yet she 
was a huge tiiumph.

John 8. Hale 


Resigns as Manager of Shubert Colo- 
nial Theater in Cleveland 


Cleveland, O., Sept. 1—One of the 
most important changes to be an- 
nounced on the eve of the 1919-1920 
season in dramatic circles in Cleve- 
land is the resignation of John 3. 
Hale as manager of the Shubert Colo- 
nial Theater. He has left for Cali- 
fornia, where he states he proposes to 
go into business. His successor has 
not been appointed, as Mr. Hale's 
resignation took effect immediately 
upon presentation. 

Mr. Hale was for the last four 
years head of the Shubert-Colonial 
interests here, and was one of the 
most popular theater managers this 
city has ever known. His wide ex- 
perience was largely responsible for 
the development of the _ enterprise 
which he headed here during that peri- 
od. He formerly was anactor with the 
Daniel Frohman forces, and later as- 
sociated with the enterprises of Wil- 
liam A. Brady. With Mrs. Hale he 
has started upon a motor trip across 
the country, expecting to reach their 
future home in October. 


New Wage Scales in Seattle 


Spokane, Wash, Aug. 30.—In- 
creased wage scales submitted this 
week to theater managers will add 
from $100 to $150 a week to the cost 
of operation of each theater in Spo- 
kane. So far the managers have ac- 
cepted the new wage scales of the 
musicians and stage hands, which go 
into effect September 1, and no diffil- 
culty is anticipated. The stage hands’ 
new scale will add about $60 to the 
expense of the theater’s operation. The 
increase is about $10 per man, giv- 
ing a minimum of $40 a week to stage 
mechanics. The raise in the mu- 
sicians’ wage scale calls for an in- 
crease of $8 a week for “side men” 
and $10 for leaders.

Question of Income Tax 


Hugh D. “McIntosh, governing director of 
Harry Rickards’ Tivoli Theaters, Ltd., of Syd- 
ney and Melbourne, Australia, requests that The 
Billboard publish the following article to correct 
the erroneous impression that the income tax 
harged in Australia is very high: 

It has come under our notice that artists who 
Australia a visit are de- 
terred from doing so by reason of the alleged 
extraordinarily high income tax payable on their 
Commonwealth of Australia. 
Where this report originated it would be hard 
to conjecture, but im order to allay the fears

After several song numbers by the feminine 
Principals and the girls Ida Emerson, as a 
soclety woman, commands her butler, John Mac- 
Ninnin (character), to move the piano.

Actors must take a lesson from the producing managers. Whatever they think 
about any other actor, whatever they believe about any other actor, however this battle 
is influencing their personal pride, their personal pocket or their personal position, they 
must be like the producing managers and act as one man. 


Every attempt that is made to split them in the shape of Fidelity Leagues, of rain- 
bow promises, of mythical contracts, MUST BE STAMPED UPON AND SHUNNED 
AS THE DEVIL DOES HOLY WATER. 


If you want weeks of struggle, months of fighting, listen to the producing managers. 


If you want a quick, speedy and immediate victory, stick to, and fight for and with, the 
actors. 


Actors must forget everything and all things except that they are soldiers in an army, 
and the closer they stick together the greater the bond between them; the more they forget 
themselves for the one great cause the quicker we shall be able to change the question, 
“WHEN WILL THEY GIVE IN?”, to the answer, “THEY GAVE IN YESTERDAY.”

The smile books are another very popular 
thing sent out by the Stage Women's War Re- 
Hef. They are filled with funny stories and 
cartoons, sketches of pretty girls, a sort of 
magazine jumble book. Some have been filled 
with original sketches by artists and cartoon- 
ists. The boys seem to welcome these as heart- 
ily as any of the {illustrated periodicals. 


In the hospitals the boys must wear caps. 
The woolen trench caps are very warm in the 
summer, and when the Stage Women’s War Re- 
lief bad an inspiration to use up the odd bits 
of silk and muslin lying about and fashion them 
into “summer trench caps” and send them out 
the bors sent up whoops of delight.

All who have seen the strike headquarters 
in 45th street, New York, with its numerous 
departmerts of committees, sub-committees and 
supervisors, all quietly and sy#tematically op- 
erating as one big inetitution, must forever 
refute the old impression that actors are not 
good buviness men. 

When the strike was declared it was without 
notice. An immediate and pressing need for 
an organization was apperent, ard Ned Sparkes 
was asked by Mr. Gillmore to tzke charge of 
fame. 

The present quarters were secured thirty 
minutes after the order to strike was issued, 
and thirty-five minutes later twelve committees 
bad been apointed, deske furnished, with wall 
signs bearing the names of heads and assistants, 
and ell general information.

In a Letter to the Editor of This Department Gives

In our issue off July 19 we published a clip 
Ping taken from the Hamlet, N. C., correspond- 
ent to The Raleigh News-Observer in whicn 
that paper criticised Muontaville Flowers for 
having made a partisan speech against the 
League of Nations. We printed in full the 
article and commented on it with the opinion 
that no chautauqua speaker has any right to 
make. a partisan speech either for or against 
the League of Nations and do it under a popu- 
lar title such as is used by chautauqua speak- 
ers. We stand on that ground yet. 

But we are not nor have we taken sides 
against Mr. Flowers. We are delighted to 
leatn that the Hamlet News-Observer was ab- 
solutely wrong and that it must have misrep- 
resented the case. 

The following letter -will explain itself: 
Fred High. 

Dear Sir—Your article in ‘‘The Billboard” «~ 
July 19 entitled ‘‘Kicks on Flowers” is in- 
correct. We have heard his lecture at least 
once a week since June 2. when he first gave 
it. 

Mr. Flowers does not discuss “‘The League 
of Nations’ at all, and there is no partisan 
politics whatever in his address, that we are 
able to detect. As a matter of justice to a 
man who is doing a great service in his lec- 
tures we ask you to make a correction.

Mr. Flowers has written us with his usual 
eare for truth and painstaking effort to es- 
tablish the facts in the case. We give here 
the parts of his letter Which we feel are ger- 
mane to the discussion: 

“The original item from Hamlet. N. C., which 
wtarted the furor of which your article is an 
echo was written by some “‘local’’ correspond- 
eat who evidently thought my statement upon 
German internationalism was an attack upon 
the League of Nations. II's “item” was first 
published in The News and Obrerver of 
Raleigh, N. C., a Democratic official mouthpiece 


i published by Secretary Daniels of the Navy. 


Of course the Democrats jumped to the con- 
clusion that they had a political club in it, 
‘and as a result I received gratis ten thousand 
dollars’ worth of frent page publicity in all 
the Democratic newspapers in the State.

posed to its views. That would annihiliate and 
repudiate the whole movement. But I fear 
that idea of the local control of public dis- 
eussion is developing. At Warrenton, N. C., 
the guarantors, who are interested in the 
tobacco business, met and agreed to refnse to 
sign a new contract because on the evening be- 
fore Mr. Brush, the magician, had spoken 
ngainst tobacco and its use. On a circuit in a 
town whose chief guarantor was a saloon keep- 
er, it was once hinted to me that I sbould soft 
pedal om temperance. The ultimate develop- 
ment of this principle will utterly destroy the 
integrity of the chactauqua movement. 

“T tock horns with you on this point: The 
League of Nations and the treaty of peace 
should be discussed on every lyceum and chau- 
tav@ua platform, in every school house and by 
every club of America. The discussion should

be heard without prejudice whether a man be 
for it or against it. Furthermore, titles do 
not count, but if I were discussing the League 
of Nations the tide of my lecture, ‘“‘Our Na- 
tional Highway to Tappiness,’’ would cover 
the subject exactly, for that is what the pro- 
ponents of the league claim !t to be. 

“When I get ready to discuss ‘The League 
of Nations’ I shall take the course my con- 
victions lead me, and if local committees on 
chautaugqta cireuits boycott the chautauqua 
mManegement and if as a result of that the cir- 
euit managers yield, then I will find another

This company is 100 per cent Equity, and the 
Actors’ Equity Association, as well as the Af- 
filiated Stage Hands’ Union, guarantees unin- 
terrupted performances of this organization at 
the Shubert Theater for the two weeks, 

The new Gallo organization is to confine its 
repertoire to comic operas and operas comique 
in English, including ‘“‘The Mikado,” “H. M. 8. 
Pinafore,’’ ‘“‘The Pirates of Penzance,’* ‘“The 
Gondoliers”’ and other Gilbert & Sullivan works; 
“The Geisha’’ and ‘‘The Chimes of Normandy.” 
For the entire Labor Day week ‘“‘The Mikado” 
will be the offering at the Shubert, with Jef- 
ferson De Angelis in the leading comedy role 
of Ko-Ko; a new Japanese prima donna, Hana 
Shimozumi, as Yum-Yum; Warren Proctor, one 
of the tenors of the Chicago Opera Company, 
who made his first New York appearance last 
winter, with Mary Garden in ‘‘Gismonda,’’ who 
will be the Nanki-Poo; William Danforth, as 
the Mikado; Louis (Cassavant, as Pooh-Bah; 
Greta Risley, as Katisha; Rosamond White- 
side, as Pitti-Sing; Gertrude Shannon, as Peep- 
Bo, and James Coons, as Pish-Tush. Max Ben- 
dix is the musical director, and the staging is 
directed by George Herbert. 

Aside from the return of Mr. De Angelis to 
Broadway, after an absence of several seasons, 
interest centers upon the New York debut of 
Hana Shimozumi, who, altho of unmixed Jap- 
anese ancestry, is an American citizen, having 
been born in Honolulu, reared in an American 
family in San Francisco, and educated at Le- 
land Stanford University; and of Rosamond 
Whiteside, daughter of Walker Whiteside, the 
star of a number of notable dramatic produc- 
tions.

There is only one other more doubt- 
ful, and that is, where they “will be” 
when victory comes to the Actors’ 
Equity Association, as it certainly will. 

But many of them had got there be- 
fore they pulled this boneheaded stuff. 

The problem is, “what with?” 

Prescience? 

No. 

Discretion? 

No. 

Discrimination? 

No. 

Acumen? 

No. 

Judgment? 

No. 

Vision? 

No. 

Could they have possessed plain, or- 
dinary horse sense? 

No. At least there is nothing in their 
present attitude and procedure that 
would indicate it. 

We have no alternative but to believe 
that their one asset was—LUCK. 

They were gamblers, pure and sim- 
ple, and fortune favored them. There 
is no other way of accounting for the

Musical 
shows shall rehearse five weeks, with 
the same provision. Heretofore there 
has been no pay for rehearsals. 

“The manager shall furnish all cos- 
tumes, wigs, etc. All gowns in both

AIRPLANE LANDING ON ROOF 


To Be Included in Plans of Fox’s New 
Motion Picture Studio—Picture 
Airmen Assumed Many Risks 
and Grave Danger 
During War 


New York, Aug. 30.—At this writing an- 
other feature of the importance of the airplane 
to the motion picture industry 1s evident. Wil- 
liam Fox has instructed his architects, Carlson 
and Wiseman, to reconstruct the plans of the 
mammoth picture studie now being erected and 
to provice therein for an airplane landing on 
the roof. This with the two contemplated 
above 177th street on the Hudson will make 
three landing stations for Marhattan Island. 
Charles F. Willard, consulting engtneer for the 
Aerowarine Plare and Motor Corporation, will 
assist and advise the Fox building contractors 
as to the layout of the landing roof. 

This is bet the start of alrplanes service in 
connection with wition pictures and there 
sre two mort excellent reasons why every other 
picture copcern in the country will fall in 
line: First. the airplane is greatly needed as 
a means of transportation to and ‘rom outside 
locations, spotting locations and delivery of 
negatives and finished pictures tc exhibitors. 
second, this will be a great help tc Uncle Sam 
in putting the aircraft industry on a com- 
mercial peace basis by creating one more field 
for that product. It is a matter of history 
that the moving picture interests were secoud 
to none in helping to win the war by devoting 
time of the programs of all houses at every 
performance to the ssle of Thrift Stamps, 
Liberty Bonds, Red Cross subecriptions, enter- 
tainieg at the camps and hospitals, ete.. and, 
while it is not generally known, a moving pic- 
ture of the entire front wos made on an aver- 
age of every three minutes during the latter 
pert of the war, on days when pictures could 
be made, and the World's War dic not produce 
greater heros than the moving picture aviators. 
These men had to fly at an altitude of a few 
hundred, or thousand feet, directly over the 
trenches in order to get the picture-map of 
the front showing what the enemy was doing, 
how the battle was going and to prepare the 
Allied offerces and defences, the cameraman 
was every bit as important as the aviator in 
the winning of the war, so why should not 


the two newest of man’s ingentous be closeiy 
allied? 


AVIATION FIELD OPENS 


Two-Day Meet at Evansville, Ind., 
Draws Crowds and Interest 


Evansville, Ind., Ang. 30.—Evansville stepped 
into the class of the nation’s leading aviation 
centers recently when ber new aviation field 
was formally opened with a two-day meet in 
which seven planes participated. The@field, an 
elghty-acre tract with a good approach, was es- 
tablished by the Evansville Aero Club and the 
Graham Bros.’ Company, local distributors for 
Curtiss planes.

AMERICAN AERONAUTICS 


In a Critical Condition—A Proposed 
Remedy 


During the world war the industry that was 
a little bit ahead of anything else in the country 
insofar as ‘‘speed’’ was concerned was the manu- 
facture of aeroplanes and balloons. Those that 
were so fortunate (or unfortunate as it were) 
as to procure contracts to manufacture them 
did so to the entire satisfaction of the Govern- 
ment. In turn they were urged to increase the 
output, to beild more and more, until the manu- 
facturer awoke to the realization that he not 
only hed reinvested all of the profits of his 
contracts, but in most cases he was indebted 
to the “bank or the Government in @igures that 
were staggering. ‘ 

What was the result? Today the aircraft 
situation is in a critical condition. Milions 
upen millons of dollars are invested in the in- 
dustry with one uncertain market, i. e., the 

. S. Government. What, with Congress cut- 
ting and siashing appropriations, will be the 
finish of these patriotic men and the money 
they have thrown into the game that the world 
might be made safe for democracy, for there is 
no disputing the fact that Germany had the 
Allies licked to a frazzle until they gained air 
supremacy. That was the beginning of the end 
for our enemies, 

@But enough of that. Granted that the Ameri- 
can manufacturer was just an everyday Ameri- 
can, that he staked his all on the game to win, 
for nothing would have mattered had Germany 
won. Wouldn't it be wise, now that the war is 
over, to provide for the future? Not that we are 
asked to do anything unreasonable, just some- 
thing to help ourselves, a thing that will make 
our community a little better and more talked 
of than the one that is “all ways’’ behind. For 
instance, would you like an airplane mail serv- 
ice thru your town? Would you like your town 
on the map when the national and international 
air races are ron? Wouldn’t you like to have 
your town on the Eastern or Western Circuit, 


or the Northern or the Southern Circuit, or may- 
be the transcontinetal races would make your 
town a relay, or the Mississippi River airboat 
races might make your city a stopping point, 
should you show the world right now tbat you re- 
ally want those things to happen to you? They 
@re all coming. The Billboard says without 
fear of contradiction that it was the first 
aeronautical supporter in America, and the -back 
files will prove it, and old Billyboy is still on 
the job and will be glad to help any community 
that will show that they wish to participate in 
the wonders of the air that are in store to be 
allotted to all that want them. 

Do you know that the airplane mail service 
between Washington, D. C., and New York City 
has ‘been running without interruption for more 
than a year? Not only that, but bas actually 
earned a profit. The chances are that you do 
not if you have net made an effort to esta 
lish one in your own community, and I should@’t 
wonder at all if you told me that you had not 
heard that Europe is but sixteen hours away 
instead of three thousand miles. 

Well, getting down to brass tacks, if you 
want some of the goodies don't ‘“‘stand in line.’’ 
Run ahead of the line and do something. 

You cannot expect the Government “to do it 
all.”” Uncle Sam will be mighty glad to know 
that you really believe in the future of mero- 
nautics by showing him some kind of an organi- 
zation along those lines, a club, a landing sta- 
tion or a hangar, something to induce airships 
to stop. Bnt most of the towns and cities are 
now offering plenlty of ‘‘air’’ to fly in and that's 
all. Let us hear from you if you want to come 
in while the ‘‘air’s fine.”” We ehall be happy 
to furnish suggestions that may prove helpful 
to you, but first let us hear from you.—J. C.

Movie Star Enters Enthusiastically Into

Chaplin is the representative for the territory 
of Southern California and Arizona, and, in 
addition to passenger carrying service, he is 
opening up schools, also distributing Curtiss 
machines, including flying boats and land ma 


AIRMAIL SURPASSES TRAIN 
SYSTEM 


The Billboard is in receipt of many queries 
daily as to the best methods to pursue in order 
to put different towns and cities thruout the 
country on the airplane mail routes. We have 
already advised our readers that it is our 
opinion that the best and quickest way is to 
start something on your own accord, a landing 
station, a flying club or service station. A 
landing field should consist cf a field without 
obstruction, such as high tention wires, build- 
ings, trees, etc. If it is not practicable to have 
the field square, make it L shape. Here are 
the figures for the airmail, showing the sys- 
tem far superior to that of any other method 
of transport: 

AIR MAIL RECORDS 

A record of 99 per cent was made by the Air 
Mail Service between Washington and New 
York for the month of June, covering a mileage 
of 11,118 and carrying 15,643 pounds of mail 

On the Cleveland-Chicago division a perfect 
score of 100 per cent was obtained. A total 
of 19,825 miles was ron during the month of 
June on that division and a total of 19,603 
pounds of mail was carried. The average speed 
on that route for the month was 97.8 miles per 
hour. The best fying was performedgon June 18 
when the round trip from Cleveland to Chicago 
and return was made in 6 hours and 14 minutes 
—an average of 104-4 miles an hour in each 
direction. 

The operation of the Cleveland-Chicago route 
is without a parallel in the history of aviation. 
The route was started May 15 and has never 
missed a day—70 consecutive, daily, non-stop 
flights of 325 miles each, were made without 2 
forced landing. On the 71st trip a gas line con- 
nection sprung a leak, causing a forced landing 
on mr emergency air mail landing field at Bry- 
an, 0. 

On July 4th there were on the mail route 
between Washington and New York, New 
York and Cleveland and Cleveland and Chicago, 
ten planes in flight. The shortest route was 
215 miles from New York to Bellefonte, Pa., 
and the longest route was from Cleveland to 
Chicago or 325 miles. All ten planes scored 100 
per cent, arriving and leaving every station on

Chicago, Aug. 30.—Riverview Park's annual 
pageant hes added to its impressiveness, mag- 
nitude and novel features.

SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE 


In Business of Waldameer Park, But 
No Record Breaker, Says A. Moeller 


It is a trait of human nature to want to 
make our efforts appear as important as pos- 
sible, which often leads to exaggeration. Very 
seldom will a park manager, for instance, admit 
that he is not having a big season—he wants to 
have a record-bteaker and he claims one even 
when business is poor. 

t F. W. A.-Moeller, assistant manager of 
Waldameer Park, Erie, Pa., evidently believes 
in sticking to facts, even tho fiction might 
sound more pleasant, The Billboard asked 
him to give a few facts concerning bis park and 
what had been doing this season, 

“We enjoyed a very good season at the 
park,’’ said Mr. Moeller. “‘While it was not 
exactly a record-breaker, yet a general sub- 
stantial increase is noted all around the park. 
This is due partly to the fact that Erie is grow- 


ing rapidly and the industrial plants are 
fairly busy, and we really have not 
— with strikes as have numerous other 
cities. 


“This park is sitnated four miles west of the 
city of Erie, along the shore of Lake Erie, and 
is a very beautiful park indeed. Same is com- 
prised of seventy-five acres of land, parts of 
which is covered by virgin timber. Our bathing 
beach is known as one of the best on Lake 
Erie and there is a bath house that can accom- 
modate fifteen hundred bathers. West of the 
bath house extending for several miles are hun- 
dreds of cottages occupied by summer vacation- 
ists, > 

“We have a splendid dance hall, figure eight, 
roller skating rink, ferris wheel, pony track, 
merry-go-round, shooting gallery, whip, house 
of mirth and theater. 

“After seven years of vaudeville at the thea- 
ter we thought we would try a stock company 
and am sorry to say that we now know that 
stock is not a park attraction, altho we have 
had a strong company and the people liked 
the players and all up-to-date releases were 
played, such ag “‘Never Say Die,” ‘Nothing But 
the Truth," “‘Under Cover’’ and ‘‘The House of 
Gilass,”’ ete. We are going back to the old 
policy of vaudeville next year, as we find that 
it does not keep the people in the house too long 
and gives the park concessions a better chance. 

“On July 4 our new beach ride was opened to 
our patrons. As our beach is approximately 
twelve hundred feet distant from the park 
proper and has a twelve per cent grade, which 
is quite steep and makes a tiresome walk from 
the beach to the park, we have overcome this 
by the building of the ride. It is a trestie 
construction with a cable car, accommodating 
about sixty people and is pulled by an electric 
motor on a drum. This ride is working out 
ver" profitably to us. 

“be Dance Hall, which is one of the pret- 
tiest and best in this part of the State, was 
better patronized this year than-ever before. 

“We had several big picnics at our park 
this year, such as the Shriners, Knights of Co- 
lumbus, Pennsylvania Retail Clothers, Italian, 
General Electric, also numerous Suuday-School 
and organization picnics, 

“We are expetting numerous changes for our 
1920 season, and believe that it will be the big- 
gest and best ever, weather permitting. 

“We have lost a good deal of business thru 
the excursions from Pittsburg to Erie being 
discontinued, but are in hopes that same will 
be re-established next year.

Records of 40 years started to crumble on 
Saturday when Canada’s National Exhibition 
opened its gates for what promises to be its 
largest, most successful and cayest year.

ADVANCE IN LICENSES

$5 a day. Theaters permanently located are 
now required to pay an annual license of $40. 
Moving picture theaters are taxed $24 a year. 

Ia recent years this city has been one ©o 
the best spot in Ohio for carnivals and cir- 
cuses, it being so located that attractions ex- 
hibiting here drew from five different towns 
within a radius of 15 miles, This ordinance be- 
comes effective September 20.

before the opening.

POWERS LEAVES N. A. M. P. 1. 


Between Actors 


Does Not Want To Take Sides in Controversy 


and Managers 


In view of the fact that the National Asso- 
elation of the Motion Picture Industry refused 
to adopt at a recent meeting a resolution which 
declared the association as being opposed to 
the taking of any joint action with the Pro- 
ducing Managers’ Protective Association and 
that the association had previously declared 
itself in favor of the Protective Managers’ As- 
sociation, P. A, Powers, treasurer of the Uni- 
versal Film Manufacturing Co., has sent his 
resignation to the National Association of the 
Motion Picture Industry asking that it be ac- 
cepted immediately. 


This action comes as a result of the belief 
of Mr. Powers that the association should not 
take action with the Managers’ Association. 
Mr. Powers in his resignation declared that 
it was important that the N. A. M. P. L. should 
be set right before the public in the stand 
which he felt they should take in a contro- 
versy of this kind, where they were injected into 
it by outside influences which have heretofore 
not been friendly to motion pictures. 


Mr. Powers pointed out that there is noth- 
ing analogous in the situation as it relates 
to the managers, who hire actors for stage 
plays and producers of motion pictures, who 
contract with artists to work before the mo- 
tion picture camera. 

According to Mr. Powers he could not under- 
stand how the Motion Picture Association 
could in good faith enter into this sort of a 
fight without making an error. He stated that 
the contractual relations differ widely. He 
also stated that he does not and will not ap- 
prove of any action that pledges the picture 
producer to undertake any action which would 
give support to theatrical managers. 

Following is Mr. Powers’ letter of resigna- 
tion sent to Mr. F. H. Elliott, executive sec- 
retary of the National Association of Motion 
Picture Industry, on August 21. 

August 21, 1919. 
Mr. Frederick H. Elliott, Ex. Secy. 
National Association of the Motion Picture

My Dear Mr. Eliott—Referring to the situa- 
tion which has recently developed in the as- 
sociation with reference to the controversy 
between Theatrical Managers’ Association and 
the Actors’ Equity Association and more par- 
ticularly the resolution which was passed at a 
meeting of the distributors and producers on 
August 6, which resolution stated that the 
producers and distributors of motion pictures 
affiliate with the Theatrical Managers’ Asso- 
ciation, in their efforts and help them in the 
fight against the Equity Association, and 
which further stated that they would use every 
effort to secure for the actor an equitable con- 
tract, but would do business only with the in- 
dividual and not with the actors’ organization. 

The writer was absent from the city when 
the meeting was held and on my return I 
immediately sent a letter to the president of 
the association, Mr. William A. Brady, asking 
him to call a meeting immediately to remedy 
this mistake, which the writer felt was a 
serious one, and which placed the Motion Pic- 
ture Industry in a position as antagonistic to 
organized labor. This meeting was called for 
Tuesday last and was well attended. 

The writer introduced a resolution which, 
after three or four hours’ debate, was mutilated 
and finally referred back to a meeting of the 
distributors and producers which was called 
for Wednesday afternoon. This meeting wads 
also well attended, altho none of the prin- 
cipals who were responsible for the resolution 
of Auevst 6 were present, except President 
William A. Brady. Adolph Zukor of the 
Famous Players-lasky Pictures, Samuel Gold- 
wyn of the Goldwyn Fictures Corporation 
and William fox of the Fox Pictures did 
not attend either of the ™etings, but were 
represented by proxy. N« action: was taken 
on this resolution, altho it was important that 
the Motion Picture Industry should be set right

before the public in the stand which the writer 
¢delt they should take in a controversy of this 
kind, where they were injected into it by out- 
side influences which have heretofore not been 
friendly to motion pictures. ;. 

In view of the actions of the directors, both 
of the association and the producers and dis- 
tributors’ branch, the writer feels that it is 
impossible for him to continue the co-operation 
which he has always given, and I regret very 
much that I am obliged in order to retain my 
own self-respect to tender my _ resignation, 
which I trust the board of directors will ac- 
cept at the earliest possible date, as I have 
felt that no action of the kind which the reso- 
lution of the association of August 6 states 
should be taken by our industry for several 
reasons. 

The principal one of these reasons is that 
we know nothing whatever of the contractual 
relations between the Theatrical Managers’ 


clerks, salesmen, etc. These men ate anxious 
to get back into industry. 

“It may be that if in some of your meetings 
you brought up the subject, many of your mem- 
bers would find that they had openings for just 
such men as these, or that they would know of 
positions for which these men could qualify. 

“In order that there may be mo unnecessary 
lost motion or waste of time to the employer, we 
should appreciate it if you would send in the 
full requirements necessary for the position, so 
that we may pick a man with similar qualifica- 
tions and refer him to the opening.”

With the ex- 
ception of an occasional visit to the Coast Mr. 
Shipman will make his permanent headquarters 
in New York.

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Association and the Actors’ Equity Association 
or the individual members of it. It was ab- 
solutely essential that the organization would 
retain a neutral attitude and not to be used 
by outside interests due to strike breakers, 
etc. Members of our organization exhibiting 
pictures in theaters which were closed by the 
strike and which would be nothing more or 
less than the use of our industry for this pur- 
pose in their interest heretofore antagonistic, 
and will be a hardship on the very people who 
have made it possible to popularize the mo- 
tion picture form of entertainment, and also 
antagonizes union labor and iabor in general, 
from which source the great revenues are de- 
rived which makes it possible to produce the 
class of pictures which the United States is 
making at the present time, and which has 
placed the Motion Picture Industry of America 
as practically controlling the world’s market. 

I regret very much that I have deen obliged 
to take this action in view of the time and 
labor I have devoted in matters vital to the 
association, and it is with regret that I sever 
my relations with the association in view of 
the many friends which I have made during 
my connection with it. “However, as stated, 
I feel that in justice to myself that no other 
action is possible.

MOTION PICTURE WORKERS’ 
UNION 


Demand Charter To Become Affiliated 
With A. F. of L—Are in Sympathy 
With the Striking Actors 


New York, Aug. 28.—And now it is the 
ushers, doorkeepers, ticket choppers and por- 
ters, associated with the motion pictures, who 
@re clamoring to enter the ranks of the A. F. 
of L. This fact was developed last night at a 
meeting held by the Motion Picture Workers’ 
Union of Greater New York. Samuel Tullman, 
attorney, said that a charter would be granted 
within a few days, 

Mr. Tullman, after the meeting, said that 
the motion picture workers will demand, first 
of all, an increase in wages, better hours and 
better general working conditions. Mr. Tull- 
man charges that there is a well-defined move- 
ment on the part of the owners to prevent the 
employees from becoming unionized, and that 
the owners are establishing a fund to fight the 
union. 

He said he had learned from a reliable source 
that the proprietors are assessing each owner 
$150 to create this fund, 

Mr. Tullman then presented a resolution in 
which was tendered the organization's sym- 
pathy to the striking actors and pledging full 
support to them “‘in their present strike for the 
principles they are fighting for.’’ This resolu- 
tion was adopted by unanimous vote. 

In the course of a speech A. Cogut, president 
of the union, said that “‘many of the motion 
picture employees are obliged to work two 
houses to make $36 per week. These men hard- 
ly ever see their children,’’ Mr. Cogut said, and 
added: ‘These distressing conditions will be 
remedied.’’ 

If the demands are not met, it was intimated 
by some of the leaders at the meeting, every 
motion picture house in New York will close. 
The demands will be made, it was learned, 
some time in September.

so largely in this almost tragical offering. It is

Sydney, Australia, Aug. 5.—The influenza 
epidemic has subsided here and the entertain- 
meut business is the best it bas been for many 
a long day. The chief trouble at present is the 
shipping strike. Fourteen idleness is 
daily adding to the unemployed ranks. Edible 
commodities are scarce and the price of living 
high. Despite all this it is amazing where the 
money comes from for amusement. Managers 
of the various houses are emphatic in their 
assertions that money is better now than at 
any period since the war. 

Muriel Starr is still featured at Her Majey- 
ty’s Theater, where ‘The Silent Witness’ is 
enjoying a most successful run. 

The Royal Comic Opera Company is playing 
Katinka at the Criterion. Oh, Oh, Delphine 
goes up Saturday. 

At Her Majesty's Theater a season of grand 
opera will be inaugurated next Saturday. Sev- 
eral of the principals bear the impress of con- 
tinental successes. Preliminary bookings are 
heavy. 

The varions skating rinks have been weil 
Supported during the past morth, both roller 
and ice rinks doing well. 

Death has been busy in the theatrical pro- 
fession during the past few weeks. First was 
the news of the demise of Sydney James, an 
English pierrot performer, whose companies had 
played Australia for five years. James died 
of peritonitis in India. He was one of the 
greatest players who has ever visited this 
country, and his popularity, both on and off 
the stage, was unbounded. 

Harry Sadler, who has had a meteoric career 
in vaudeville, committed suicide last week by 
jumping from a high bridge to a macadam road. 
Despite his shortcomings Sadler enjoyed wide 
popularity. His last venture was with Andy 
Kerr, of Variety and Show World, whe con- 
trolled the Gaiety Theater here. Three weeks 
before his tragic death Sadler left the «Ker. 
show. 

Percy Dennis, owner of the show at the Mel. 
tose Theater, Perth, died of the influenze toree 
weeks ago. A new manager—Jeffries—who took a 
team of West Australian boys to America a 
few years ago, was installed, and he died last 
Saturday. The present manager, Durham Mar- 
cel, is just recovering from the influenza. 

Many performers are held up owing to ship- 
ping trouble. ‘Goody Two Shoes,” a J. C. 
Williamson pantomime, carrying a large num- 
ber of people, is idle on this account. 

American actgy over here are doing well 
Among them are Tom Haverly, Jack Murfayne, 
Joe and Vera White, Archie and Gertie Fails, 
Maud Courtney, Walter Johnson, Belle Millette 
and others. 

New acts are urgently needed for thie coun- 
try, but the shortage will no doubt be over- 
come on the arrival of Ben J. Fuller in the 
United States Mr. Fuller expects to secure 
enough attractions for at least three years. 

Many of the smaller circuses are in winter 
quarters, but Australia’s one big show, Wirth 
Bros., is on tour and doing weil. 

Capt. Greenhalgh’s Wild West, a compara- 
tively new show, is doing wonderfully well in 
South Anstralia. As this type of show goes 
it is very mild, but the people take to it with 
open arms. 

Harry Lauder and company, under the di- 
rection of J. & N. Tait, are playing to capacity 
at the Palace. American acts with the show 
include Muriel Window, whose work is most 
acceptable; Eddie Montrose, clown, and the 
Creightons, Australlans, who have been ip 
America for five years. Lauder, who has been 
a great worker on behalf of war funds, has 
talked a little too much on the subject apd 
the people have tired of it. Of late Lander 
has made little reference to the subject.

SOUTHWEST WASHINGTON FAIR 


Proves a Record-Breaker—Greater 
Alamo More Than Doubles 
Receipts 
When the History of 1919 fairs is writ the 
name of George Walker, president and secre 
tary of the Southwest Washington Fair As- 
sociation, shauid figure prominently. To Mr. 
Walker is due unuvual credit, for he has labored 
long and faithtully and the fair at Centralia- 
Chehalis that closed August 34 hag ebore evi- 
dence of the consistent labor of the secretary. 
The 1919 event was not only more successful 
from every point of view then any of the ten 
predecessors, but demonstrated that with the 
right effort on the part of fair officials the 
people would flock to the fair with the opening 

of the gates. 

There was not much to the fair three yeary 
ago, that is in the matter of attractions and 
features, to interest patrons. For years it wax 
a day fair only. Three years ago a free gate 
Wag on at night with a carnival for attractions. 
It teogk two years’ herd work to bufld up the 


night crowd. Discouragements were plentiful. 
but Walker kept trying. For this year he 
hired a press agent. He told the folks what 


he. wanted to do and then put his personal 
effort behind the publicity. This year exhibi- 
tions have more than trebled any previous 
yeor. Horse races were better and more of 
them, Airmlane exhibitiong were given, and 
Saturday and Sunday automobile races were 
given. Neither expense nor effort was spared 
to make the fair a ‘“‘Wonder Fair.”’ Six days 
of the week were not eno@gh and the time 
was stretched a day, holding over for Sunday. 

(m the midway the Greater Alamo Shows were 
located. There was no other attraction at 
«evening except the shews, but the crowds that 
came this year at evening exceeded by far the 
€ay crowds of any previous year. There are 
those with the Greater Alomo that have played 
this fair last year and the previous year. They 
told the writer that Wednesday night they 
trossed More money on their individual shows 
that they did during the week of the two previ- 
ous years, and Wednesday was not the big day 
ef the seven. Thursday and Friday were the 
big ores, with a good Saturday and fair Sun 
day. The fair was so successfcl that the daily 
papers of Portiend, Geattle and Tacoma not 
generaliy enthusiastic about “pumpkin fairs,’’ 
gave big headlines to the crowds at the South- 
west Washington Fair. 

M~. Wakker realized that to get the people 
to the fair it was necessary to provide varied 
entertainment as well as instruction. He knew 
the folks from the country would soon tire of 
viewing fine stock, farm machinery and thas 
town folks wanted something in addition t 
tented sh rs for entertainment. He provided 
for all but always with the object of provid 
ing entertainment. He knew the drawing pow- 
er of a good big carnival and he contracted the 
test to be had. That his contract was noi 
mede foolishly fair association books show that 
the Greater Alamo more than dotbled the re- 
ceipts of any carnival that ever exhibited at 
the fir. He foresaw the passing of the big 
pumpkin and fat hog to the exclusion of every 
other feature and planned accordingly. That 
he exceeded all expectations is told by the 
daily press, increased crowds, single nights that 
exceeded some previous weeks and statements 
of the fair association treasurer. To George 
Walker, premier fair buildér, congratulations.

With no knowledge of the English language, 
all alone in a strange Jand and only 8 years of 
age is likely to be some handicap to a boy, no 
matter how ambitious he may be or how ready 
and willing to work. And when that boy 
overcomes all these obstacles and makes good 
by the hardest kind of plugging he is apt to 
be regarded as a ‘“‘regular fellow’’ no matter 
what line of endeavor he undertakes.

LETTER FROM SAMUEL UNTER- 
MYER

Dear Mr. Gillmore—I deeply regret to be de- 
prived of the opportunity of availing myself of 
the invitation to address the members of your 
When I was called 
upon by you this morning for that purpose I 


| ‘had already made commitments that it was 


impossible to change, and am compelled to leave 
town this afternoon. 

I would like to have you say for me again 
to your members and to those affiliated with 
your association in the present struggle to vin- 
dicate the right of collective bargaining that 
I am with them heart and soul in their fight, 
and that I shall remain there until the end. 
There is nothing within my power to do to 
aid in bringing this struggle to a successful 
termination that I will not cheerfully do, for, 
to my mind, it is a high public duty involving 
a principle of fundamental importance not only 
to this community but to every part of the 
country. 

I have never known of anything quite so in- 
defensible as the attitude of the Producing 
Managers’ Association. Having distinctly and 
expressly reeognized the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
elation in the formulation of the present con- 
tract ther now see, without rhyme or reason, 
to repudiate such recognition. 

According to my understanding of the facts 
the present form of contract was negotiated 
and settled with your association 2s a body 
and thru its representatives. Article 18 of the 
contract provides that in case of disrute not 
only over the terms of the contract, but over 
other matters outside of the contract the man- 
ager, who is a party to the contract. shall se- 
lect one prbitrator and that your association, 
not the acter. who is the ot»er perty to the 
eontract. shall select the other arbitrator on 
behalf of the acter, thers Acloeeting the power 
of arbitration to the association, 

There conld he no more distinet and nn- 
eduivecal recogritieon than is implied in this 
provision, and, as I have already written yon. 
I am firm in the conviction that as matter of 
law the refusal ef the managers to abide by 
that prevision with respect to controversies 
arising under the present contract constitutes a 
breach of the existing contract that entitles 
the actor, who is a party to it, to declare it 
abrogated. 

But the most astounding featurre of this sit- 
raticn arises ont of the eoncerted action re- 
cently taken by the new Fidelity Association in 
combination with the Producing Mangers. Mr. 
Cohan is reported as having announced tat be 
has arranged a form of contract with the 
Produc'ng Managers .~ievehy ever demand 
made by your association in the interest of its 
Members is conceded by the Managers’ Associa- 
tion, and still further concessions are made. 
It was on account of these demands by your as- 
sociation that the managers arrogantly refused 
to further recognize you, and now. whilst con- 
ceding the justice and moderaticn of those de- 
mands, your association is told tht becanse you 
aavapced and insisted upon these requirements 
your ass~iation is to be outlawed and crushed 
by the managers. 

In other words, having thru your righteous 
persistence secured a more just form of con- 
tract for the coming year, you are to be set 
aside and driven out of existerve for your 
temerity and no one who has been concerned 
in securing this just recognition is hereafter 
to be tolerated by the managers or permitted 
to represent the membership of the actors. The 
only logiesl conclusion in this position and the 
resnit that is bound to follow as surely as 
fate is that if the power to enforce these con- 
cessions is surrendered the concessions will be 
of short duration. 

The next contract that is made by the new 
Actors’ Association that hes *een set up under 
the protection of We managers and that will 


presumably be under its influence will be such 
a contract as the managers may dictate. Judg- 
ing from past experiences of the incredible op- 
pression that they have exerted over your pro- 
fession, we can conceive of what sert of con- 
tract that will be. No one who is not a mere 
tool of the managers or a creature so trustful 
and unacquainted with the ways cf te world 
that he ought to have at least two guardians 
is likely to eost aside the independent organ- 
ization that Las se-ved bim as yours has served 
and embrace in its place what amounts to the 
mere pretext of a protective association. 

I urderstand that in your demand for the 
recognition of your association by the managers 
you have expressly disclaimed any thought of 
insisting upon what is known as the “closed 
shop.”’ Whilst this excess of moderation on 
your part is praiseworthy from one point of 
view and ought te attract to your support the 
sympathy of all classes I feel that you are 
wrong. In theory there may be such a thing as 
the “‘open shop,’’ but in practice there is not. 
Your profession should either be represented 
thru your association for tle purnese of col- 
lective bargaihing or you will be left at the 
mercy of the individual bargaining agatnst the 
managers who, whilst ar--gating to themselves 
the right of collective bargaining, have had the 
impertinence to deny it to you. If they have 
a decent pretext for that attitude I have nevef 
heard it presented. It would be interesting to 
know what it is. 

If you compromise your controversy on the 
basis of an ‘“‘open shop,’’ which means that 
the managers are at liberty to deal individually 
with such of the actors as do not choose to 
join your organization, the result will be that

Held by Equity Association at 
Lexington Theater, New 
York— Union Leaders 


{Pledge Allegiance 


New York, Ang. 30.—Addressed, by Jobn 
Drew, Frank Bacon, Wilton Lacxaye, William 
Farnom and others, who spoke optimistically of 
the outcome of the strike, members of the 
Actors’ Equity Association, in a mass meeting 
Friday in the Lexington Theater, were stirred 
to a high pitch of enthusiastic excitement and 
to a deeper earnestness, openly expressed, to 
press on until they have won all that they have 
set out to win. Frequent references to the 
Fidelity League were received with hisses and 
jJeering, tho there was evident a desire to take 
back into the fold those who repent and evince 
a desire to amend their worys in accordance 
with the views of the older organization. 

The theater was packed from gallery to pit. 
with all four tiers of boxes filled. President 
Whlisen put the usual question, “Are we down- 
hearted?’ and again the audience roared its 
usual response, “‘No!"’ 

“It hos taken a_ revolution and perhaps 
£1,000.000,"" said Mr. Wilson, “‘to persuade the 
producing managers that they ought to buy the 
shoes, stockings and costumes for the chorus 
girls. It has been said that the president of 
the Fidelity League feels hurt because our 
members have dared to stand up for a_ repre- 
sentative organization. But if that gentleman 
thoreht $100,000 would buy back respect and 
popularity he is very much mistaken. 
object of that propaganda is Just this. He has 
heard his master’s voice. He has said that he 
would disrupt the A. B, A. Are you going to 
permit that?’ 


“No,"’ the actors answered as one. 


“This new contract offered by the ‘AN for 
Touts’ assoctation.”” went on Mr. Wilson,

Just as Farnum finished John Drew and Frank 
Bacon walked on the stage, and the actors rose 
en masse, waved hands and handkerchiefs, 
yelled and shrieked, and otherwise disported 
themselves as only actors can when thoroly 
aroused and enthused. 


Executive Secretary Frank Gillmore said that 
“the producing managers fail to read the signs, 
and that, if they call us children, we are 
rapidly growing up into full manheood.”” He 
announced a check for $100 from Edith Wynn 
Mathison, who wrote that she wished she could 
make it infinitely larger. 


Mr. Gillmore described the meeting of the 
State Federation of Labor in Syracuse and the 
results of his visit to Washington, where he 
was accompanied by Joseph N, Weber, president 
of the American Federation of Musicians, and 
Mr. Dolliver, head of the stage hands. They 
were met by President Gompers, of the A. F. 
of L., who gave them his sympathy and prom- 
ised all the support he and the Federation could 
give. When they left President Tobin, of the 
Teamsters’ Union, said to them: “‘I want you 
to understand that when you say the word we 
will do whatever you want.” 

“The calling out of the Shubert-Belasco Thea- 
er in Washington,’ said Mr. Gillmore, “is 
only a continuance of our policy. The pro- 
ducing managers will be hit here and every- 
where. It would be foolish to tell you what we 
intend to doe, as that woutd be giving away 
our plans to the enemy. A few of you are 
going to scold, but those of you who allow 
yourselves to become panicky because the Dolly 
Sisters, or someone else, have resigned fram 
Equity should have more faith in our cause. 
We may make mistakes, but I don’t think we 
bave made many up to now.” 


“Is it conceivable,”” asked Bruce McRae, 
“that the majority of the bighest salaried peo- 
ple and the most intelligent are relinquishing 
princely salaries and giving up friendships for 
nething? The producers acknowledge now that 
an actor can stand up for a principle.”’ 

Frank Bacon, In Inimitable fashion, recited 
his experiences in the Fidetity meeting, which 
he attended, and reiterated that he would stand 
with Equity. 

“The more I hear,”’ he said, “‘the more con- 
vinced am I that we are absolutely right. The 
producers could have accomplished more had 
we worked together. If it had not been for 
Equity the Fidelity contract now offered would 
never have been read. As for me, I believe in 
Eqvity. Sink or swim, I am with it.” 

Ethel Barrymore, brought forward by Presi- 
dent Wilson, bowed to and kissed her hand to 
the audience. Then came John Drew, who had 
been Miss Barrymore's partner in the grand 
march in the ball at the Astor on Thursday 
night.

The 
result world prebebly be convered in the words 
of a famous American sailor: ‘In its inter- 
course with foreign countries may our country 
be always right, but richt or wrong, my 
country.’ In the words of another famous man: 
‘Be sure you're right. then go ahead.’ We 
know we are right, and we are going ahead.” 

Charles C. Shay annorvneed that he had as- 
surances that the \Industrial Commission will 
act In this strike, and act with justice to all. 
“The State Federation of Laber,”’ he said. “has 
gone on record as recognizing the Actors’ Equity 
Association as the only ‘legitimate actors’ as- 
soctation Ig the A. F. of L. The announce- 
ment of a delegate from the Teamsters’ Union 
in Syracuse that the teamsters were with us 
and that they would lend us twenty touring 
ears, goes, Mr. Tobin told me, for the teamsters 
all over the United States and Canada.” 

“I ask you once again to beware of what the 
chap next to you says, that it would be won- 
derful if we could win, but we can’t win. I 
don't believe that after this week the producing 
managers will attempt any more of that propa- 
wanda, You have the strike won now. There

audience. J wouldn't make a statement if it 
were not true, and at this moment the A, Lb. A. 
and its allies stand in a better position than 
ever before, and we will prove it yet.’ 

Wilten Lackaye, for whom the applause 
lasted for three minutes, showed by an article 
from The Billboard, which he read, that the 
managers bad refused every request for arbi 
tration. “It's an age-old fight,’’ he said, “‘be 
tween privilege amd principle. Privilege was 
too firmly grounded “fn our weakness and in our 
lack of organization that the managers though: 
it would continue. But the war has changed 
all that. There is a demand coming from Lon 
don to New York, from New York to San Fran- 
cisco, that will recall that in the making of 
the Magna Charta the big men banded together 
to protect the weaker. The producing managers 
are willing to give any contract if we leave out 
the enacting clause, or. the organization which 
will enforce the contract, 

“We did not break our contract. Article 18 
provides that any question shall be settled by 
arbitration, and when the producing managers de- 
cided against any mere Equity contracts and 
would net arbitrate questions in dispute the 
contracts were rendered void, or, as my friend, 
Louis Mann. would say. they had ceased to 
function. Mony did not understand why we 
affliated with the Amertcan Federation of 
Labor. You know now, don’t you? The in- 
tellectnal allows himself to be cheated out of 
his salary. The laboring man insists on get- 
ting his wages. I have no patience with those 
who pose as intellectuals. We are all laborers. 
But we don’t want graduates from the Bowery 
to attempt to give us lessons in equity and 
courtesy. Bypt let us show them, if they are 
gentlemen, that we will take them back—if 
they will take our contracts. The statement 
that we have been dragooned into doing some- 
thing that we did not want to do is answered 
by the accretion of membership after it was 
seen that we were going to do something.’’ Mr. 
Lackaye showed that E. F. Albee’s suggestions 
to the producing managers as to fighting the 
strike had been carried out. 

The speaker put in a plea for those whe 
might awaken to the errors of their way, be- 
come repentant and wish to return to the fold. 
“I hope that everybody who has made a mis- 
take,”” he said, ‘‘will come back, and I hope 
that we will welcome them back. Of course, 
there are some we don’t want to come back. 
No man ought to be allowed to come back who 
left the bridge in a storm. We don’t want back 
those whose morality is founded on the dirty 
trick of the Huns at Scapa Flow, who said that 
if they couldn’t save their ships they would 
sink them. But I say in all kindness to those 
who have gone over, ‘Come back.’ They should 
remember that producing managers have short 
memories. Their business is not sentimental. 
But actors are sentimental and their business is 
sentimental. I shall feel, sorry for those who 
have left us if in the coming years their pic- 
tures are hung in the gallery between these of 
Judas Iscariot and Benedict Arnold.”* 

Ed. Wynn, the famony comedian, attacked the 
Fidelity League as consisting to 2 large extent 
of producing managers’ wives, those with man 
agerial connections and those who have violated 
their contracts, 

John T. Cashin, representing the Stationary 
Engineers, said that they were 19 per cent 
Equity and that they are with Equity. 

Hassard Sbort announced that the gross re- 
ceipts at the ball were more than $70 000. and 
that the expenses would be less than $5,000. He 
announced receipt of a check for $1,000 re- 
ceived thru Gene Buck from a friend. He said 
that nearly two-thirds of the money promised 
at tae first mass meeting had been turned in. 
and that the Finance Committee is just begin 
ning to work. 

George Nash told gf the performance given at 
Saratoga Springs. 

Referring to injunctions and disclaiming ny 
idea of undue criticism of the Courts Attorney 
W. B. Rubin said: “I want to enter my pro- 
test as to that part of the decision prohibiting 
picketing, which is void. So it is with suasion, 
and there can be no such thing as violation of 
evch an injunction because it is void, and 
there can be no contempt of court. The con- 
stitution guarantees the right to assembly and 
free speech.”’ He announced the organization 
of a committee of 100, of which Lionel Barry- 
more is to be chairman, the duty of which will 
be to meet members, impart information and 
receive suggestions.

Dear Mr. Gillmore—I deeply regret to be de- 
prived of the opportunity of availing myself of 
the invitation to address the members of your 
Association this afternoon. When I was called 
upon by you this morning fer that purpose I 
thad alveady made commitments that it was 
impossible to change, and am compelled to leave 
town this afternoon. 

I would like to have you say for me again 
to your members and to those affiliated wth 
your association in the present struggle to vin- 
dicate the right of collective bargaining that 
I am with them heart and soul in their fight, 
and that I shall remain there until the end. 
There is nothing within my power to do to 
aid in bringing this struggle to a successful 
termination that I will not cheerfully do, for, 
to my mind, it is a high public duty involving 
a principle of funéamental importance not only 
to this community but to every part of the 
country. 

I have never known of anything quite so in- 
defensible as the attitude of the Producing 
Managers’ Association. Having distinctly and 
expressly recognized the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation in the formulation of the present con- 
tract ther now see, without rhyme or reasoa, 
to repndiate such recognition. 

According to my understanding ef the facts 
the present form of contract was negotiated 
and settled with your association es a body 
und thru its renresentatives. Article 18 of the 
contract provides that in case of dis ute not 
only over the terms of the contract, but over 
other matters ontside of the contract the man- 
ager, who is a party to the contract, shall se- 
lect one orvitrater and that your assoctation, 
not the actcr. who is the other party to the 
contract. shall select the other arbitrator on 
behalf of the acter, thers doloesting the power 
of arbitration to the association, 

There 1d be no wore distinet and nn- 
eauiveral recognition than is implied in this 
provision, and, as I have already written von. 
I am firm in the conviction that as matter of 
law the refusal ef the managers to abide by 
that prevision with respect to controversies 
arising under the present contract constitutes a 
breach of the existing contract that entitles 
the actor, who is a party to it, to declare it

Rut the most astounding featurre of this sit- 
rfaiticn arises ont o the eoncerted action re- 


cently ta y the new Fidelity Association in 
combination with the Producing Managers. Mr. 
Cohan is reported as having announced tvat be 
has arranged a form of contract with the 
Produc‘ng Managers whevehy ere demand 
made by your association in the interest of its 
members is conceded by the Managers’ Associa- 
tion, and still further concessions are made. 
It was on account of these demands by your as- 
sociation that the managers arrogantly refused 
to further recognize you, and now. whilst con- 
ceding the justice and moderation of those de- 
mands. your association is told th: t because you 
advanced and insisted upon these requirements 
your ass~iation is to be outlawed and crushed 
by the managers. 

In other words, having thru your righteous 
persistence secured a more just form of con- 
tract for the coming year, you are to be set 
aside and driven out of existence for your 
temerity. and no one who has been concerned 
in securing this just recognition is hereafter 
to be tolerated by the managers or permitted 
to represent the membership of the actors. The 
only logiesl conclusion in this position and the 
result that is bound to follow as surely as 
fate is that if the power to enforce these con- 
cessions is surrendered the concessions will be 
of short duration. 

The next contract that is made by the new 
Actors’ Association that hes been set up under 
the protection of Wwe managers and that will 


presumably be under its influence will be such 
a contract as the managers may dictate. Judg- 
ing from past experiences of the incredible op- 
pression that they have exerted over your pro- 
fession, we can conceive of what sert of con- 
tract that will be. No one who is not a mere 
tool of the managers or a creature so trustful 
and unacquainted with the ways cf te world 
that he ought to have at least two guardians 
is likely to cost aside the independent organ- 
ization that Las se-ved Fim as yours has served 
and embrace in its place what amounts to the 
mere pretext of a protective association. 

I understand that in your demand for the 
recognition of your association by the managers 
you have expressly disclaimed any thought of 
insisting upon what is known as the ‘“‘closed 
shep.’’ Whilst this excess of moderation on 
your part is praiseworthy from one point of 
view and ought to attract to your support the 
sympathy of all classes I feel that you are 
wrong. In theory there may be such a thing as 
the “‘open shep,’’ but in practice there is not. 
Your profession should either be revresented 
thru your association for the pyurnese of col- 
lective bargaifing or you will be left at the 
mercy of the individual bargaining against the 
managers who, whilst ars guting to themselves 
the right of collective bargaining, have had the 
impertinence to deny it to you. If they have 
a decent pretext for that attitude I have nevef 
heard it presented. It would be interesting to 
know what it is. 

If you compromise your controversy on the 
basis of an ‘“‘open shop,’’ which means that 
the managers are at liberty to deal individually 
with such of the actors as do not choose to 
join your organization, the result will be that

The entire producing »basiners is not built on 
individual contract, altho Mr. Hopkins says it 
is. If his statement were true a play would 
be killed if the cast for it were found to be 
vnavailable or different from that which the 
producers hoped, What really happens is that 
the plays are produced with whut caste are 
evailable at the time. which is to say, with 
actors then disengaged and alive. Mr, Hop- 
kins surely does not mean to say that he would 
kill a play if the actor he built his hopes 
on head diced. He wovld produce it just the 
game, and, if still useful, succeed even better 
than he hoped. Producing Managers are not 
infallible in their first choice of a enet. To 
show how little sincere ile their ar- 
gument about the ‘“‘individual,"’ one of the 
glaring proofs against it is the notorious prac- 
tice of producers of engaging a good actor to 


originate a part and having a cheaper one 
study his work at rebeirsals and performances 
in order to give an imitation or (as good as) 
duplication of it. The original actor, after 
cevoting his time and bert efforts te his work, 
is given hiv two weeks’ notice as soon as his 
imitetor is ready to replace him. ‘or that 
purpose some producere will not engage actors 
“for the season” er “the run of the play,” 
but only uncer a “two weeks’ clause, which 
gives them a free hand. The Actors’ Equity 
As~mciation has Jong recognized the hollow 
ness of this “‘indivicual’’ plea. Mr. Hon tae 
says the actor cannot serve two Inasters—name 
ly the theater end unionism. Mr. Hopkins 
serves two, perhaps unwillingly, but he serves 
them—the theater and his organization, which 
amounts to a union. Mr, Hojkins’ duty to 
that union, to which he is bonded in the sum 
of $10,0000. may upset the contract with the 
xetor, Indeed, duty to that union made pro- 
ducers break written agreements to arbitrate 
ond recognize the Actors’ Equity Association, 
thereby bringing about all the present trouble. 

Mr. Hopkins loo» with dismay on the lowe>- 
ing of vitality of the ‘theatrical business.’’ 
He shovld not confuse the lowering of manaze- 
rial bank business with the vitality of the thea- 
ter. The theater's fine vitality is just wha: 
has lowered those bark bilances. Its vitality 
is shown in its strength to throw off the man- 
agerial shackles which for years—and fer mere 
profit—have bound it. 

“The substitation of new managements or ac- 
tor-managements will rot alleviate the gituation, 
Mr. Hopkins says. It will not alleviate the 
condition of present managers possibly, but it 
tolds out a hope, as an experiment or as an 
éffort to bring a Constitution ont of a Revolu- 
tion. The pubsic has already vhown its worm 
encouragement of this proposition, and it is 
a fair hope that development will bring back to 
its ranks the thousands of cultures playgoers 
whom the policies of some of the presept man- 
agers and their union have for veare estranged 
from the theater. The wmutus] regard en- 
gendered between the actor or author and the 
public is not extended to the producing manacer.

Enthusiastic Meeting 


Held by Equity Association at 
Lexington Theater, New 
York— Union Leaders 


{Pledge Allegiance 


New York, Ang. 30.—Addressed, by John 
Drew, Frank Bacon, Wilton Lacxaye, William 
Farnum and others, who spoke optimistically of 
the outcome of the strike, members of the 
Actors’ Equity Association, in a mass meeting 
Friday in the Lexington Theater, were stirred 
to a high pitch of enthusiastic excitement and 
to a deeper earnestness, openly expressed, to 
press on until they bave won all that they have 
eet out to win. Frequent references to the 
Fidelity League were received with hisses and 
jeering, tho there was evident a desire to take 
back into the fold those who revent and evince 
a desire to amend their woys in accordance 
with the views of the older organization. 


The theater was packed from gallery to pit, 
with all four tlers of boxes filled. President 
Wilson put the usual question, “Are we down- 
hearted?” and again the audience roared its 
usual response, “‘No!"’ 

“It has taken a_ revolution and pertaps 
$1,000,000," said Mr. Wilson, ‘“‘to persuade the 
producing Managers that they ought to buy the 
shoes, stockings and costumes for the chorus 
girls. It has been aaid that the president of 
the Fidelity League feels hurt because our 
members have dared to stand up for a repre- 
sentative organization. But if that gentleman 
thorght $100,000 would buy back respect and 
popularity he is very much mistaken. The real 
object of that propaganda is Just this. He has 
heard his master’s voice. He has said that he 
would disrupt the A. BE, A. Are you going to 
permit that?” 

“No,”’ the actors answered as one. 

“This new contract offered by the ‘All for 
Touts’ association.”” went on Mr. Wilson, 
“leaves out the one fmportant thing that would 
make it worth while—the power to enforce that 
contract, As far as I can discover—and I am 
net Mind—to enforce that contract rests with 
the prodncing managers. That would deny us 
the right of collective baresining. And ther 
have erred in sunvocting that everrthing will 
yleld to the rine of gold." Mr. Wison an- 
nounced. eomid cheering, a check for 8&5 000 
from Wil'tam Farnum, who had promised 
another and yet another if needed, ‘That's the 
kind of little guy he ts,"’ said Mr. Wilson. 

“T am mighty glad to be bere with you,” sald 
William Farnum, ‘“‘What little I have done and 
what little I may do Is mighty little compared 
with what IT would ke to de. I have been an 
actor all mv life, and as long as I am an actor

you'll stick—and you will stick.”” The anudi- 
ence cheered itself hoarse at this augury. 

Just as Farnum finished John Drew and Frank 
Bacon walked on the stage, and the actors rose 
en masse, waved hands and handkerchiefs, 
yelled and shrieked, and otherwise disported 
themselves as only actors can when thoroly 
aroused and enthused. 


Executive Secretary Frank Gillmore said that 
“the producing managers fail to read the signs, 
and that, if they call us children, we are 
rapidly growing up into full manhood.” He 
announced a check for $100 from Edith Wynn 
Mathison, who wrote that she wished she could 
make it infinitely larger. 


Mr. Gillmore described the meeting of the 
State Federation of Labor in Syracuse and the 
results of his visit to Washington, where he 
was accompanied by Joseph N, Weber, president 
of the American Federation of Musicians, and 
Mr. Dolliver, head of the stage hands. They 
were met by President Gompers, of the A. F. 
of L., who gave them his sympathy and prom- 
ised all the support he and the Federation could 
give. When they left President Tobin, of the 
Teamsters’ Union, said to them: “I want you 
to understand that when you say the word we 
will do whatever you want.” 

“The calling out of the Shubert-Belasco Thea- 
er in Washington,”” sald Mr. Gillmore, “is 
only a continuance of our policy. The pro- 
ducing managers will be hit here and every- 
where. It would be foolish to tell you what we 
intend to do, as that would be giving away 
our plans to the enemy. A few of you are 
going to scold, but those of you who allow 
yourselves to become panicky because the Dolly 
Sisters, or someone else, have resigned from 
Equity should have more faith in our cause. 
We may make mistakes, but I don’t think we 
have made many up to now.” 


“Is it conceivable,” asked Bruce McRae, 
“that the majority of the bighest salaried peo- 
ple and the most intelligent are relinquishing 
princely salaries and giving up friendships for 
nething? The producers acknowledge now that 
an actor can stand up for a principle.’’ 

Frank Bacon, in Inimitable fashion, recited 
his experiences in the Fidetity meeting, which 
he attended, and reiterated that he would stand 
with Equity. 

“The more I hear,”’ he said, ‘“‘the more con- 
vinced am I that we are absolutely right. The 
producers could have accomplished more had 
we worked together. If it had not been for 
Equity the Fidelity contract now offered would 
never have been read. As for me, I believe in 
Equity. Sink or swim, I am with it.” 

Ethel Barrymore, brought forward by Presi- 
dent Wilson, bowed to and kissed her hand to 
the audience. Then came John Drew, who had 
been Miss Barrymore's partner in the grand 
march in the ball at the Astor on Thursday 
night. He was wildly cheered. 

“I am no humorist, as Mr. Bacon is,”’ said 
Mr. Drew, “‘There is little that I can add. The 
result would probebly be convered in the words 
of a famous American sailor: ‘In its inter- 
course with foreign countries may our country 
be always right. but richt or wrong, my 
country.” In the words of another famous man: 
‘Be sure you're right, then go ahead.’ We 
know we are right, and we are going ahead.”’ 

Charles C. Shay annorneed that he had as- 
surances that the Industrial Commission will 
act in this strike, and act with justice to all. 
“The State Federation of Laber,’’ he said. “has 
gone on record as recognizing the Actors’ Eqanity 
Association as the only ‘legitimate actors’ as- 
sociation ig the A. F. of L. The announce- 
ment of a delegate from the Teamsters’ Union 
in Syracuse that the téamsters were with us 
and that they would lend us twenty touring 
ears, goes, Mr. Tobin told me, for the teamsters 
all over the United States and Canada.’ 

“I ask you once again to beware of what the 
chap next to you says, that it would be won- 
derful if we could win, but we can’t win. IT 
don’t believe that after this week the producing 
managers will attempt any more of that propa- 
eanda, You have the strike won now. There

Wilton Lackaye, for whom the applause 
lasted for three minutes, showed by an article 
from The Billboard, which he read, that the 
managers bad refused every request for arbi 
tration. “It’s an age-old fight,’’ he said, “‘be 
tween privilege and principle. Privilege was 
too firmly grounded tm our weakness and in our 
lack of organization that the managers though: 
it would continue. tut the war has changed 
all that. There is a demand coming from Lon 
don to New York, from New York to San Fran- 
cisco, that will recali that in the making of 
the Magna Charta the big men banded together 
to protect the weaker. The producing managers 
are willing to give any contract if we leave out 
the enacting clause, or. the organization which 
will enforce the contract, 

“We did not break our contract. Article 18 
provides that any question shall be settled by 
arbitration, and when the producing managers de- 
cided against any mere Equity contracts and 
would net arbitrate questions in dispute the 
contracts were rendered void, or, as my friend, 
Louis Mann. would say, they had ceased to 
function. Moony did not understand why we 
affliated with the Amertcan Federation of 
Labor. You know now, don’t you? The in- 
tellectnal allows himself to be cheated ont of 
his salary. The laboring man insists on get- 
ting his wages. I have no patience with those 
who pose as intellectuals. We are all laborers. 
But we don’t want graduates from the Bowery 
to attempt to give us lessons in equity and 
courtesy. Byt let us show them, if they are 
gentlemen, that we will take them back—if 
they will take our contracts. The statement 
that we have been dragooned inte doing some- 
thing that we did not want to do is answered 
by the accretion of membership after it was 
seen that we were going to do something.’’

No man onght to be allowed to come back who 
left the bridge in a storm.

Svyreense, N. Y., Aug. %.—The actors’ 
strike was centered in Syracuse when repre- 
eentatves of the striking thesvians appeared 
hefore the State Federation of Labor. explained 
their canse and were formally affiliated with 
that organization. 

The acters’ representatives before the con- 
vention were Morte Dresster Ed Wrnn and 
DeWitt Jennings, of the Actors’ Fontty As- 
sociation and the Chorus Girls’ Equity Ass 
elation. Gevernor Alfred F. Smith. James P. 
Hotland and other officials st on the platform 


Jack Dempsey, who was none “appear at sand applauded with the other delegates when 
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the actors’ kers flayed Arthur Hammer- 
stein and J, J. Shubert. After their addresses 
the federation passed 2 resolution declaring the 
Actors’ Equity Agseciation is the only legiti- 
inate organization affiliated with and recognized 
by the American Federation of Labor. The 
convention extended its sympathy and support 
to the striking actors and named a special 
committee to take into consideration all mat- 
ters relative to the strike and the involvement 
of other erafts and make report with recom- 
mendations to the main body. 

This committee is ccmposel of State Indus- 
tricl Commissioner James Lynch, of Syracuse: 
Charles O, Shay, of New York, president of the 
International All'ence of Stage Employees; 
James Lemke, of New York, a general organizer 
for the same asscciation; Ernest Boha, secre- 
tary of the New York City Central Federation 
of Labor; Edward Canovan, of the New York 
City Musicians’ Union; Robert Brudell, of the 
eek Builders’ Union of New York, and De- 
Witt C. Jennings of the Actors’ Equity As- 
scctation. 

Miss Dressler was the first of the actors’ 
repregentatives to address the convention. She 
éwelt particularly upon the wrongs of the 
chorus girls. Miss Dressler was followed br 
Ed Wynn, the comedien and phywright, who 
roundly denounced tke producers and spoke 
at length on the injustices that have beep 
heaped upon the actors. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Wynr’s speech 
Mr. Shay took the foor and askec that the 
rules be suspended to permit a vote on the res- 
elutions upholding tte striking actors. The 
rules were suspended and the assemblage arove 
#8 one men and cheered mightily as the resola- 
tions were adopted.

WALTERS’ STATEMENT
